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Continuation of 13. Other: Applicants amendment after-final amends the independent claims with the limitations of previously presented 
claims 45, 46, 61 , 62 and 77,78; all of which were rejected at the time of final rejection. Applicant's arguments filed on 1/26/2006 after- 
final rejection, have been fully considered but they are not found to be persuasive. Applicants urge that the secondary reference teaching 
of Krogh is drawn only to a roof coating surfactant. Contrary to applicants arguments, Krogh et al. broadly teach the superior properties of 
ether acid salt surfactants such as the claimed isodecyloxypropylamine surfactant to impart liquidity and good dispersion. See abstract 
and col. 2,ln. 30-40. Krogh et al. specifically teach that amine ether acid salts and alkanolamides formed after heating the salts form a 
synergistic detergent blend which is effective in removing soil from fabric. See col.1 1 ,ln.41-47and ex 9. 
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
